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Brief Description: Eliminating the department of transportation's exemption from the public
works apprenticeship utilization requirements.

Brief Summary of Bill

»  Extends apprenticeship utilization requirements to public works contracts awarded by the
Department of Transportation.

Background:

State agencies under the Governor's authority must require that apprentices enrolled in state-
approved apprenticeship training programs participate in public works projects. This requirement
was originally established in an executive order issued in 2000, and later codified in legislation
enacted in 2005.

Legislative Statement

In the legislation enacting the apprenticeship utilization requirement, the Legislature stated, in
part, that: "By providing for apprenticeship utilization on public works projects, state government
can create opportunities for training and experience that will help assure that a trained work force
will be available in sufficient numbersin the future for the construction of public works."

Apprenticeship Utilization

For public works estimated to cost $1 million or more, the specifications must require that no less
than 15 percent of the labor hours be performed by apprentices enrolled in state-approved
apprenticeship training programs. This apprenticeship utilization requirement appliesto public
works contracts awarded by state agencies, but not state four-year institutions of higher
education, state agencies headed by a separately elected public official, and the Department of
Transportation.
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Awarding agencies may adjust this apprenticeship utilization requirement for specific projects for
the following reasons:

* A demonstrated lack of availability of apprenticesin specific geographic areas,

» A disproportionately high ratio of material coststo labor hours;

* A demonstrated good faith effort by participating contractors to comply with the
apprenticeship utilization requirement; or

»  Other criteriathe agency director deems appropriate, subject to prior review by the Office
of the Governor.

Summary of Bill:

The legidative statement on apprenticeship utilization is restated. The legidative intent relating to
assisting returning veterans is expressed. The exception from the apprenticeship utilization
requirement for Department of Transportation projectsis stricken.

L egidative Statement and I ntent

The Legidlature restates that: "By providing for apprenticeship utilization on public works
projects, state government can create opportunities for training and experience." The Legislature
states that these opportunities will "help assure that atrained work force will be available,
including returning veterans, in sufficient numbers in the future for the construction of public
works."

The Legislature intends to assist returning veterans through programs such as "Helmets to
Hardhats," and with apprenticeship placement career opportunities. ("Helmetsto Hardhats' isa
program sponsored by building and construction trades organizations and their employer
associations. It isadministered by a not-for-profit trust directed by ajoint labor-management
construction industry committee.)

Apprenticeship Utilization

The requirement for apprenticeship utilization in public works projects is extended to public
works projects by the Department of Transportation.

Rules Authority: The bill does not contain provisions addressing the rule-making powers of an
agency.
